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INTRODUCTION 


The  present  collection  consists  mainly  of  Near  Eastern  art, 
but  it  may  be  enjoyed  and  studied  from  different  points  of  view. 

The  first  is  a  widely  human  one — the  enjoyment  of  pleasant 
shapes  and  intense  colors,  harmonized  by  the  maker  and  mel- 
lowed by  age.  The  glowing  turquoise  of  a  Kashan  bowl  or  the 
same  hue  in  a  14th  century  Sultanabad  vase,  veiled  by  a  rich 
silvery  iridescence,  does  not  need  any  commentary  or  explanation. 
The  same  may  be  said  of  the  great  variety  of  other  potteries  and 
various  objects  of  art  contained  in  this  collection.  The  large 
Mesopotamian  and  Persian  jars  are  a  gorgeous  colorful  decora- 
tion and  the  lacquer  painted  palace  doors  would  be  worthy  to 
screen  the  secrets  of  a  palace  of  the  Arabian  Nights. 

In  these  latter  days  of  ours  there  are  other  strange  and  rare 
enjoyments  of  art.  An  old  weathered  piece  of  bronze,  a  simple 
negro  wood  carving  from  the  Congo,  an  early  Chinese  stone  head 
and  a  little  Egyptian  sculpture,  teach  the  same  lesson  of  reserved 
dignity  and  refinement.  It  is  strange  how  all  these  small  objects, 
gathered  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth,  form  a  complete 
spiritual  unit  which  impresses  deeply  those  who  understand  its 
message. 

For  the  first  time  in  a  New  York  auction  room  the  same 
primitive  spirit  will  be  shown  in  examples  of  East  Indian  art. 
The  present  collection  shows  a  wide  range  of  evolution.  It 
contains  several  examples  of  sculptures  of  the  Gandhara  school. 
These  interesting  sculptures  show  a  strong  Greco-Roman  influ- 
ence and  were  formerly  considered  as  the  beginnings  of  Indian 
sculpture.  This  conception  is  wrong.  Greco-Roman  art  was  a 
world-wide  formula,  nearly  as  world-wide  as  its  successor,  the 
Italian  Renaissance,  which  inspires  the  bank  buildings  in  Gopher 
Prairie,  Minnesota,  and  on  the  Rio  de  la  Plata.  But  this  Greco- 
Roman  art  did  not  touch  the  spirit  of  the  people.  It  was  a 
passing  form  into  which  the  different  nations  of  the  world  in- 
fused their  own  spirit.  There  was  certainly  a  school  of  sculpture 
in  India  before  the  Greco-Roman  period,  but  its  material  being 
wood,  this  art  was  doomed  to  rapid  destruction  in  a  tropical 
climate.  Even  when  the  Greco-Roman  influence  was  strongest 
in  India,  these  early  Buddhistic  Gandhara  sculptures  had  a  charm 
and  spirituality  which  makes  them  far  more  interesting  than  the 
contemporaneous  works  of  the  classic  decadence. 


Of  particular  interest  are  a  few  sculptures  which  belong  to 
the  end  of  the  Greco-Roman  period  and  in  which  the  Eastern 
imagination  has  regained  its  creative  power.  They  have  the  same 
fantastic  charm  as  those  strange  Indian  dramas  whose  original 
impetus  may  have  come  from  Greece,  but  which  became  one  of 
the  most  characteristic  expressions  of  the  Indian  spirit  in  art. 

The  famous  cave  temples  of  Ajanta,  mainly  from  the  8th 
century,  show  the  next  phase  of  Indian  art,  where  the  classic 
virus  has  been  completely  eliminated.  Whether  Buddhistic  or 
Hindu,  this  art  gave  the  definite  plastic  forms  to  India  which 
ruled  from  Nepal  to  Ceylon  and  from  the  early  middle  ages 
down  to  the  present  day.  The  charming  small  bronzes  and  the 
Rajput  miniature  paintings  of  the  present  collection  show  this 
spirit  still  alive  in  the  18th  century. 

Since  the  times  of  Mahmud  of  Ghazna,  India  had  been  sub- 
jected to  the  inroads  of  Mohammedan  conquerors  who  established 
themselves  in  the  northwest  of  the  country  in  the  Panjab.  At  an 
early  period  Mohammedan  (Persian)  art  found  its  echo  in  India. 
The  period  of  the  most  intense  Mohammedan  influence  was  that 
of  the  empire  of  the  Great  Moguls  of  Delhi  and  Agra.  The 
miniature  paintings  of  this  period,  the  gorgeous  rugs,  jewels, 
fabrics,  the  architecture  of  palaces  and  mosques,  show  the  deep 
impression  of  the  Mohammedan  spirit  on  India.  The  present 
collection  also  shows  interesting  examples  of  this  art. 

For  years  India  has  served  Western  romantic  ideas;  for  a 
long  time  the  depth  of  Indian  philosophy  has  had  a  creative 
influence  on  many  Western  minds.  Of  late  where  rail  and  aero- 
plane shorten  the  distances  of  the  globe  and  where  the  economic 
life  of  all  countries  becomes  more  and  more  interlocked,  the 
immense  political  and  economic  importance  of  a  country  of  three 
hundred  million  inhabitants  has  impressed  every  thinking  mind. 
Indian  art,  too,  is  arousing  greater  interest.  The  museums  of 
Boston,  New  York  and  Philadelphia  have  extensive  departments 
devoted  to  Indian  art.  We  trust,  therefore,  that  the  present 
collection  will  be  an  interesting  contribution  in  this  field  for  the 
amateurs  of  this  country.

The  main  border  with  an  undulated  yel- 
low stem  and  mountain  goats  and  tigers  in  between  on 
magenta  red  background.  The  centre  field  has  bluish  black 
background,  and  shows  on  either  end  a  row  of  five  flower 
vases,  out  of  which  foliated  and  flowery  stems  are  forth- 
coming which  cover  the  entire  rug  with  a  delicate  network.

The  main  border  shows  Indian  flowers 
similar  to  those  of  the  Kalemkari  prints,  in  old  gold,  at- 
tached to  blue  undulated  stems  on  deep  red  ground.  Inside 
and  outside  are  smaller  borders  of  undulated  floral  stems 
on  light  tan  ground.  The  centre  field  is  on  an  extremely 
rare  light  blue  ground  and  shows  an  all-over  pattern  of 
curved  stems  forming  lozenges,  in  the  centres  of  which  are 
diverse  flowers,  among  which  can  be  recognized  conven- 
tionalized peonies,  iris,  etc.  The  delicately  subdued  colors 
of  this  rug  form  a  fine  harmony.

The  main  border  shows 
cypress  trees,  alternating  with  light  green  medallions,  with 
conventionalized  flowers  inside  framed  by  delicately  curved 
stems  with  almond  and  other  flowers.  A  strange  and  rich 
harmony  of  nile  green,  dark  green  and  mustard  yellow  on 
deep  red.  The  field  of  the  rug  is  of  a  rich  mellow,  bluish- 
green,  and  shows  a  repeated  all-over  pattern  of  cypress 
trees,  large  peony  flowers,  surrounded  by  deep  red  ara- 
besque motives  and  flower  shrubs  with  almond  and  other 
flowers  of  condensed  design  of  charming  naivete.  A  very 
fine  specimen  of  bold  design  and  mellow  colors.  ( Re- 
paired.)
